HE La Crosse Tribune is a type of the all too prevalent news- 
paper of Wisconsin that is now awakening to the depreda- 


tions that have been committed in this state by the unscrupulous 
profiteers that plied their game under the ewer of the w»r. 


The La Crosse Tribune, however, like so many other papers, 


is beginning to shriek about closing the door after the horse has 
been stolen. 


Silent WHILE the profiteers were exacting their unholy 


gains out of the blood and the sacrifice of war, The Tribune now 


. levels some of its war hysteria at the profiteers AFTER the*pro- 


fiteers have safely gotten away with their swag and are now 
laughing at those who were so gullible as to think that they had 
anything but their own interests at stake during the war. 


The Tribune has the following to say in an editorial the 


other day: 


A hymn of deep deserved hate rises against the profiteer, 


and belts the world in what the musical impressionist would 
call a crimson crash of sound.' This hate does not come 
from envy. It rests on a deeper feeling than blame for 
high 'cost'-of living. Mere imputation of extortion never 
roused such burning detestation. It is the source, not the 


• amount of profits' .that maddens, and that brought a new 


word.'to the language. 
Such rage rises from righteous 


reaction to the inexpressible meanness that exploited a_ 
•world's sacrifice. Of some the nation asked life, and they 
gave it gladly. Of others were required limbs and blood 
and health, and these were yielded up along the whole 
length of the bloody highway from the Marne to the Rhine. 
From all others were asked stinted tables, shortened plea- 
sures, straightened expenditures in every direction and la- 
bor to the limit, with full and honest co-operation in the 
common cause. 


. The pennies of school children and the millions of the 
rich, with opportunities for advantage that will never re- 
turn and the unpaid services of a great host of men and 
women—these were yielded cheerfully for the common need. 
The ages have seen no greater example of mutual confidence, 
co-operation and sacrifice. There is no 'crime, greater than 
the betrayal 6f that confidence for cash, the exploitation of 
that solidarity for gain, the violation of that co-operation 
for private profit. 


This is the crime of the profiteer—that he seized the op- 


portunity of a national conflagration to loot the burning so- . 
ciety: ft is because he pilfered his gains from the surren- 
dered opportunity and sacrifice'of his fellows, out of the 
freely given service' that safeguarded even him and his pos- 
sessions, that the, profiteer is hated. It is because he crip- 
pled a nation's de'fenses for private profit, because he rob- • 
bed a trust fund of patriotic devotion to add to his personal 
fortune, because he looted- a people's love of liberty 
to 


strengthen his own financial grip upon them and because 
he burglarized a world's-sacrificial contributions to'gratify 


• his own selfish ambitions that he is hated above all others. 


This treasonable ingratitude has made men mad with a 


red unreasoning'hatred that sometimes strikes at all wealth 
in the fear that it may conceal the loathed and hunted profi- 
teer. Here is the greatest inciter of revolution. Deport- 
ing immigrant .agitators and driving rabid talkers from city 
to city does not offset the inciting effect of parvenu profits 
that shriek louder than the soap-boxer and are more in- 


*" ' flammatory than any bolshevist.' The revolutionist finds 


his ablest ally in the profiteer., He is the enemy of all prop- 
erty, the inveterate foe of possession, the constant invita- 
tion to revolution. 
While he. can' mask behind honest bus- 


iness, receive public condonation and the protection of the 
institutions he betrayed social disorder will grow and threa- 
ten. 


"This is the crime of the profiteer—that he seized the oppor- 


tunity of a national conflagration to loot the burning society," 
'says The Tribune. 


Yes, Brother Brayton, and there is one more crime that 


ought to be added to that of the profiteers. That is the crime 
•that was perpetrated by a lot of cowardly Wisconsin newspapers 
lhat saw these damnable practices going on and were silent 
WHILE it was being done.

. Madison received' on Tuesday its 
first delivery of goods by airship. 
Back in 1832 -when Oliver. Armel 
operated the first trading house in 
Madison-supplies wore brought by 
pack ifbni Prairie du Chien, Gre.en 
Bay and Fort Winriebago.. 


C. E. Brown _of the Wisconsin 


Historical museum is1 of the opinion 
that while the first .supplies were 
delivered in Madison by pack during 
the -summer . time that during the 
winter they were obtained here by 
Indian dogs hauling sledges-across 
the snouvs from Prairie du Chien or 
Green Bay. There is little in the 
history regarding the operations of 
Oliver Armel's trading house 
ex- 


cept that the building was located 
close to the present site of the state1 
capitol. 
. 
. 


Madison was selected as the capi- 


tal of th« territory in 1836. Ar- 
rangement* were immediately made 
•to have buildings erected here 
to 


take care of the men who were to 
erect the state capitol. 
At that 


time there were no white people, 
living -where Madison is . now and 
there were but five whites in what 
is now Dane County. There was a 
small settlement at Blue Mounds, 
Ebenezer Brigham, the first white 
! man to settle there and with him 


I Even Peck and his family. 
With 


the announcement that Madison had 
been chosen as seat of capital, Mr, 
Peck determined to remove to Mad- 
ison and open a house for the enter- 
tainment'of visitors and workmen.. 
The building was erected in the win- 
ter of 1837 and on April 15th Mrs. 
Peck and her two year old child ar- 
! rived. 
On June 10, 1S37 Building 


| Commissioner A. A. Bird 
arrived 


| from Milwaukee with 36 . workmen. 
Mr. Bird was the 
grandfather of 


State Senator 
Claire B. Bird of 


Wausau who is at present serving 
in the senate. How the first sup- 
plies were brought to' Madison to 
feed the men who were to come here 
to erect the capitol is told^ by 'Mrs. 
Peck in the following words: 


"In March, Mr. Doty and lady re- 


turned and put Ujj over night with 
us at Blue Mound. Well, they found 
a decent, clean table, a thing seldom 
found in those days. 
I informed 


Mrs. Doty that we were going to 
settle 'in Madison. 
She said if' I 


would be the first housekeeper there, 
I should have a present, and my 
choice of the best lot in the place; 
it was also confirmed by her hus- 
band, but, by-the-by, I never got it; 
and on the 15th of April, 1837, we 
arrived here, and as we were well 
aware what;.6ur business would be 
when settled," we provided ourselves 
accordingly, and purchased at Min- 
eral Eeint over one hundred dollars 
worth of groceries. 
Among the 


items- were one barrel of pork, two 
of flour, one of crackers, one of su- 
gar, half barrel of dried, fruit, one 
box of tea, and as good a sack of 
coffee as was ever brought into the 
state, besides a half barrel of pick- 
les, put up by myself, also ;i tub of 
butter, ar.d jars of plums and cran- 
berries collected from Blue Mounds' 
thickets: All these were carried to 
Madison when we moved, besides a 
good load of potatoes. 
I also had 


six more bed-ticks, to be filled with 
grass or hay as occasion required, as 
we -fetched but four feather beds 
with us. 


"We started 
from 
Brigham's 


place,' at the 
Blue Mounds, on 


Thursday, the 13th of April, after 
dinner, with our teams, 1 riding an 
Indian pony. We traveled about 


t seven miles, where some person had 


j made a claim, and had about five 
rounds of logs towards a cabin. We 


I camped therein that night with 
a 


{tent over us. The next day, the 
14th, we pushed on—a wore pleas- 
ant day "I never wish to see; but I 
had a severe headache before night. 
We pitched our tent on a little rise 
of ground, within three miles 
of 


Madison; spread down 
our beds, 


and' rested .comfortably, till near 3 
o'clock on Saturday morning, when 
we were awakened by a tremendous 
wind.storm, and howling oi wolves,' 
and found snow five or six inches 
deep which continued to fall until 
after we arrived in Madison." 


With the advent yesterday of de- 


livery, service from Chicago i;o a 
Madison clothing- firm in the record 
time of, 90 minutes via aeroplane 
service, old merchants, if they were 
here, could truly say, "times do 
change." Before the railroads came 
to Madison the pioneers got their 
merchandise from.. Milwaukee, an 
overland journey by wagon 
that 


took two days driving in the best 
weather. 


The Milwaukee jobbers got their 


stock from the east via the 
-Eric 


canal and through the Great Lakes, 
From an old city directory, which 
is in the possession of Andrew A. 
Mayers, the list of merchants that 
were here in those days was ob- 
tained. Many of the names are fa- 
miliar to old, residents of the city 
and many of the early merchants 
are the ancestor* of present day- 
families. The others are strangers 
to the most of us and where, they 
came from and where they:-went'too 
will probably be hard to find. In the 
clothing- business Sam. iGauber & 
Co. were prominent and' this busi- 
ness wns handed down to M. S. 
Klauber of-later days,, who retired 
not many year's ago. The Klaubfcr 
store was on Main street near-the 
Dettloff Pharmacy., Fuller & Eth- 
ridge Co. w.ere grocers near, .the 
square and Mr; Fuller was M. E. 
Puller, who recently died, and fa-, 
ther of the builder -of'this Fuller 
opera house. Hard ware, dealers were 
numerous and among .them we" find. 
Tibbetts~£ Gordon where. The Capi- 
tal Times plant is now located, and: 
also Samuel A: Fox Co.

practicing: physicians and William 
Bobbins, father. of J. W. Bobbins, 
president 6f the Capital City bank, 
ran a drug store at 4 Main street. 
The big general store of the day

The Marston block on 
West Main, street was built by D. 
K. Tenney and, named .in honor of

Deming Fitch was the undertaker 
in town, and the largest real estate 
firm was Delaplaine and Burdick, 
while the Argus and Democrat ad- 
mitted that Jthey had, rhore circula- 
tion than the^State Journal which 
was- owned .by Rublee & Atwood.
